Plans for the new Union, tenta- 
tively planned for the Presbyter, 
ian College site, have disappear- 
od. and circumstantial evidence, 
seems to point to the guilt of the 
McGill Association of University 
Teachers. 

The loss ot the plans was re- 
ported to the Daily this momins 
by the group of architectural stu- 
dents wiio organized the protest 
march" last week. They stated 
that, enlering the offices of the 
architects wlio planned the New 
Union yeslcrdax at midnight, they 
broke Into the safe where the 
plans 81*0 usually kept,, and were 
unable to find tlicm. 

They verified the loss of the 
plans this morning through more 
conventional channels —they ques- 
tioned the architects, and also a 

Îirofessor who was leaving the of- 
ice as they entered last night. 
The architects claim that the 
last time they saw tlie plans was 
at 2:30 pm yesterday, at which 
time they locked the. plans in the 
safe and broke off -work for the 
day.

Tlie results of Wednesday's election for President of 
tlie Students' Society have been declared invalid, it was 
unnounccd yesterday. ' • 



The reason for the decision, 
taken last night at an emerg- 
ency meeting of the SEC. was 
seen in an unusual number of 
write-in votes cast for Andrew 
Uoman B.A. 2. 

Roman, allcfjed to be a second 
yedr Arts .student, did nol run 
officially as he failed to meet 
the requircinent that the exist- 
ence of ail candidates be reco- 
gnized by 65 % of the Students' 
Society. 

Rumors have been current for 
some time that Roman does not 
exist and that his name was reg- 
istered as • hoax last September. 
Since « quorum could not be 
obtained to determine his exist- 
ence he was not accepted as a 
candidate. 

Several ballots had "Andrew 
Roman, B.A. 2" Inscribed as 
first choice, with one of the of- 
ficial candidates as second choi- 
ce. Returning officer A. Zcbulon 
Golden decided, since write-in 
votes are not dealt with in the 
S.S. constitution, to transfer all 
Roman ballots to the second 
choice. Roman ballots with no 
second choice were declared in- 
valid. 

LEGALITY QUESTIONED 

The legality of this procedure 
was 4|uestioned by ah unidentif- 
ied groiip of law students who 
described Golden's action as 
"arbitrary and unwarranted- 
comparable to Nati plebiscites".

Profs Must Fulf iH 65% Requirement

In h'us first major step since 
being elected SEC President, 
Bob Carswell announced that: be- 
ginning this fall all professors 
must satisfy a 6S. p;c. ^ requins 
ment before being pi;rmitted to 
lecture. * • 

' -An examination will tie held 
in Julv and .■ those ' professors 
who fail can write - a supplemen- 
tary in September. If a mark of 
at least 6S p.c. is not^ attained, 
he may not teach. 

The motion will be' presented 
to a general meeting' of the stu- 
dents' socicty'which will be held 
at 1 pni today in the Union Ball- 
room. A quorum will consbt of 
seven students. ■ 

A two thirds majoiity of those 
present is necessary, and it i^s 
hoped that nine students will 
show up to simplify the mathe- 
matics. 

Carswell further staled ' that 
such an examination must be 
taken every year at the same 
time, and no more than one fai- 
'lure will be tolerated.

Mlion from the Dean of their fa- 
culty, or in his absence, the As- 
sistant Dean. 

In the case of a Dean (or in 
hts absence an Assistant Dean), 
they must submit to the .Secre- 
tary-Treasurer of the SEC a 
written authorization signed by 
at least lOU students of that fa- 
culty. 

The authorization must state 
that in the opinion "of the pcr- 
son(s) who signed it the An- 
flistant Dean's lectures will not 
be likely to result in the acade- 
mic failure of any student. 

Any professor who, for one 
excuse or another, does not write 
an examination by Uic start of 
the next session may, if ' he 
wishes, submit a 20,000 word es- 
say on "Why I Want To Teach". 

These essays will be consider- 
ed by the SKC Ways and Means 
Committee, and if deemed me- 
ritorious, will be accepted in lieu 
of an examination, but this pro- 
cedure will be invoked in special 
cases only. .'. J'. , ; ; . . 

TWO PAPERS 



Each professor will write two 
papers,- one on -his -chosen- field,- 
and another synoptic one which 
will enlarge and synthesize - tiic 
various more specialized studies 



which tlie candiLale will have 
made in his departmental cour- 
ses. 

The papers will all be set by 
qualified groups of high school 
students, each of whose average 
will, of course, be over 63 p.c. 

A random sampling of profes- 
sors and deans indicated that the 
move was felt to be very worth- 
while by all af them. 

Dean Fieldhouse of Arls and 
Science felt that a letter from 
the President of the .Students' 
Kxecutive Council to .circumvent 
the ruling would be more appro: 
priale. 

He said that he would not al- 
low synthetic history to be used 
as a synthesis in any history exu- 
mination. Perhaps he might like a 
paper In-Thaumaturgy. 

Professor Lucas of the English 
Department said "this is a very 
necessary step in the education of 
the examiners. I am sure I could 
pass an examination in English 
Grammar and Composition, pro- 
viding the examiners could read, 
and count the total marks that 
I .woultt .get.'.' . .

Assistant Dean Joly of Engin- 
eering commented, "I am sure all 
the professors of mechanics' and 
strcnght of materials would 
achieve the same hifjh standard 
that the students maintain.. 

"But," he hastened to add, "I 
haven't passed an exam in years." 

Professor Gordon of the Clas- 
sics Department felt that it was 
a very sound move, but "I'm quite 
sure 1 couldn't pass freshman 
math or physics although at one 
time I presume I must have been 
able to." 

Questioned as to whether he 
could pass grade eight latin test,- 
he said "1 think 1 might even 
pass grade nine." 

Professor Wallace of the Ma- 
thematics Department candidly 
revealed: "1 think some of my 
colleagues would contrive to fail 
i|)ecausc they hato teaching." 

Asked if he could pass an 
elementary arithmentic exam he 
said "it would be an intcrresting 
thing to try." -

His address is listed 
as 4170 Melrose Avenue but 
investigation bv a Daily staffer 
living In N.D.G. revealed this 
to be the address of the United 
Church of Canada Reading Room. 

No doubts were raised of Ro- 
man's existence until early this 
vear when It was reported in tho 
Dailw that he was a hoax.

Writer Raps Reid 



Sir: 

Student election time nt Mc- 
Gili is, for me, a happy lime. 
For this is the time of year 
that my self-confidence is gi- 
ven a considerable boost' by- the' 
friendly greetings, hand>shak- 
ing, and back-slappings of the 
politicians to be. 

There was this year, however, 
a sour note, added to the one 
election to which I attached a 
certain degree of importance, in 
the form of a pamphlet c'ntitlcd, 
Waif A Minute, Mr. Anoiis, by 
a certain Malcolm Reid, fi.A. 1. 
- 'As I see it, Mr. Reid is far more 
pre-occupied with David >Angus 
not winning the elcctiofi than 
he is (according to his unpii- 



blishcd letter) with the alleged 
mismanagement of The McGtil 
Daily. Mr. Reid brin.i^ back to 
lis the fond memories of the 
days of Ian Dinnie who had the 
courage -to lash out at The 
Montreal Star's neglect- of the 
federal grant situation. He 
points out that Mr. Binnie even 
lost his job because of thi.s. He 
laments the fact that David An- 
gus and Morris Fish have been 
unable to carry on this "cru- 
sade". To me, the mere fact 
that Inn Binnie was thfown off 
The Daily staff by the Univer- 
sity authorities is enough rea- 
son^for Mr: Angus and Mr. Fish 
not to carry on Ian Binhlc's po- 
licies. - 
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Secondly, the matter of fede- 
ral grants to Quebec Unlverni- 
ties, with which Mr. Binnie had 
issue, concerned the McGill stu- 
dents directly, whereas' the mat- 
ter of the current Royal .Com-- 
mtssion investigation on publi- 
cations and certain comments 
of .McGill professors thereon is 
of little, if any real importance 
to the average McGill student. 
It seems that Mr. Reid feels that 
"pure and wholesome student 
journalism" is in jeopardy be- 
cause this Royal Commission 
investigation on' publications 
was not reported by The Daily 
to the McGill Students. 
' While I do not claini to be a 
member of the McGill intelli- 
gensia, I feel that this year's 
Daily, while not porfect (for we 
are all subject to error) has re- 

fiortcd more items of student 
ntcrest th^in either of The Dot- 
ly's previous two years. 

Lastly, if .Mr. Reid really h.-is 
an issue with The'Ddiiy,. why is 
it that his pamphlet is not en- 
titled, Wait a Minute, Mr. Fish. 
for it is .Morris Fish, not David 
Angus, who is Editor-in-Chief. 
While a person working for Ti- 
me magazine may be a hindran- 
ce to effective Daily editorship 
I fail to see how it could jeo- 
pardize the "purity" of the pre- 
. sidency of the S.Ë.C. ' 
I- feel that Mr. Reid's pam- 
phlet is a'low/ negative attempt 
to stop David Angus from being 
elected as president of the Stu- 
dents Society. Opinions express- 
ed in this way are in poor taste 
and out of place in student po- 
litics. .

on other publications, but per- 
haps I'm simply uninformed in 
his case — Dave Angus surpris- 
ed me by coming up with not 
une but more jobs than the 
Gazette one I'd known of. 

Çince 1 can hear pained and 
innocent cries of "Well-what's- 
wrong-with-that?", I say some 
things 1 think ought to be ob- 
vious. 

That undergraduate journal- 
ism has a reputation, a sturdy 
one, for an iconoclasm and can- 
dor which advertising pres- 
sures, mass readership, and 
plain respectability inhibit in 
the commercial press. 

That a journalist who Is sign- 
ing his name to two versions of 
a story for publication in two 
papers is unlilcely to be able to 
stay his left hand from tamper- 
ing with what his right hand is 
writing. That his responsibility 
to the paper that pays for his 
groceries just might tend to 
override those to a paper which 
is for him, really, largely a 
game of let's-play-editor. 

That The Daily, in .fact, has 
priced itself In recent years on 
holding its own in a peppery 
quarrel with both the English 
newspapers of this city, with 
emphasis on the Star, ever 
who's guilty of misreporting or 
neglecting to report, what. One 
gifted sub-editor's career, in 
college newspapering perished 
on the rocky outcome of too 
virulently attacking the Star, 
whose owner, J.W. McConncll, 
had contributed generously to 
McGill. (I'm talking about Ian 
Binnie, B.A., class of '60.) This 
quarrel has quietly lapsed this 
year: The only slap yoti'vc taken 
at fellow Montreal papers was 
aimed "especially at tbe French- 
language dailies" and especially 
La Presse, which you thought 
sensationalized a murder case. 

The bones Binnie and others 
picked — perhaps crudely, per- 
haps libellously — with the 
Star and Garetle, let it be 
stressed, were political. Politics 
have changed very importantly 
since then, yes, and there are 
of course other legitimate views 
in such controversies. I certain- 
ly don't make It any sacred bur- 
den of proof of integrity in a 
Daily eaitor that he bait the 
English press, and proclaim his 
paper the only honest one in 
sight. The Star and Gazette, 
though, Fish's Star and Anguii's 
Gazette, have not changed the 
fundamental habits which irri- 
tated previous Dailies, and 
dropping the criticism of them 
does not inspire trust. 

I quote ,a specific example of, 
it seems to me. news treated 
inadequately by hands not alto- 
gether free to be forthright: 

A Diefenbaker-appointed royal 
commission under Grattan 
0'Lcar>' of The Ottawa Journal 
has spent this winter hearJhg 
witnesses on the future of Cana- 
dian periodicals, particularly on 
whether they suffer "unfair" 
competition from two U.S. 
magazines. Time and Reader's 
Digest. It is a complicated aues-« 
tlon with more than two sides, 
and in general not a McGill 
story. However, on the com- 
mission's visit to Montreal last 
December, two eminent writers 
who tcacli at McGill. novelist- 
English professor Hugh Mac- 
Lennan and poet-constitutional 
lawyer Frank Scott, testified to 
the commission, drawing, on 
their experience as'cnntributors 
. to the publications it was in- 
vestigating. Neither man's re- 
marks were reported in The 
Daily. 

They came, let me hasten' to . 
admit, awkwardly after you had 
stopped Tegular publication for 
Christmas, on Dec. 6 and 8. But 
you put out your literary issue 
on Dec. 14, and ran four pages 
of nëws in it. Its contents in- 
cluded a report of a speech of 
another eminent McGill novel- 
ist. Wilder Penficid, and ano- 
ther eminent .McGill poet, Louis 
Dudek, was represented by an 
'essay. But, then apd thereafter, 
I can find not even brief men- 
tion of the. OXeary Commission, 
of Prof. MacLenhanror of Prof, < 
Scott The last regular issue, 
had reported the speech of yet- 
another of McGill's eminent 
novelists, Colin McDougall, and 
carried a transcript of an inter- 



view with /the very -unMcGill 
playwright Brendan Bchan. No 
O'Leary, no MacLennan, no 
Scott. 

'^'our duty to report these 
submissions is evident, I think, 
when you banner-headline an 
event so unrelated to the Unir 
versify as the election of Mayor 
Drapeau. . , 

Reporting is half the job. 
From commenting, you arc 
plainly disoualificd when one of 
your members earns part of 
his living from Time, ns a cor- 
respondent, I can only assume, 
chiefly for that "Canadian edi- 
tion" whose ambiguous' status is 
perhaps the most vital and de- 
bated point the whole inquiry 
has raised. 

For refraining from comment 
where you must otjviously be 
bjnsed, I suppose you are to be 
commended. But I hope it is 
equally obvious that no Daily 
editor should be thus tied to a 
commercial publication to start 
with. 

The Datlv must be at liberty 
to comment if it wishes on any 
Canadian political or cultural 
issue whatever. Time conducts 
a hardsell subscription pitch 
among college students. And 
political science students, for 
example, make important, use 
of periodicals for current re- 
search. The Redpath Library 
keeps a file of Time.' Because 
of facts like these, this royal 
commission Iooi<5 to me like 
an issue The Daily had good 
reason to discuss. 

The Model Parliament held 
on this campus was, among so 
many other things, a tour de 
force of Daily versatility. Fish 
and Angus led the opposition, 
epeaking earnestly and long 
in the debate. They had the 
event photographed and report- 
ed in stories in two successive 
issues. Fish, briefly professional 
aow, wrote the coverage which 
appeared in' the Star, and then 
he, or his colleague, wrote a. 
Daily editorial, evaluating the 
whole thing. I don't know if 
Angus reported the session for 
The Gazette; that would give 
things a kind of symmetry, but 
even without it, it was a vir- . 
tuoso performance. 

Angus's speech to the "par- 
liament", by the way, complain* 
ed righteously of prof esslonal- 
ization, of partisan "politicking" .' 
by the Liberals and Tories, In 
what 'should have remained a 
pure and wholesome exercise 
in democratic ways. And The 
Daily has seen fit to chide con- 
flicts of interest it detected 
among radio announcers in the 
city. Need I twist it home? 
Pure and wholesome student 
journalism is showini; several 
signs of similar pollution. 

The notion of a "crusading 
newspaper" is smiled at now-' 
«da.vs in North American cities 
(we have one in Montreal. Le 
DCDOtr, which survives by sup- 
porters' donations and is scoff- 
ed at by AngioiSaxons for its 
thinness, its ten-cent price, and. 
for pleading the cause of the 
race which so embarrassingly 
outnumbers them). The cam- 
~pus is. supposed to be one place- 
where it is still alive: 

The extent of Daily crusading 
this year seems to have run to 
interminable sets of articles 
against . the unsubtle con you 
called ,"mock auctions" (the 
most, mock thing about ' that' 
series was the stolid rectitude 
of the teapot-tempestuous' auth- 
ors) and in favor of the stream- 
lined new gospel offered by an 
obscure American sect. 

Sam Peeps has £upplie<I end- 
less cuteness, and other editor- 
ial page regulars endless urban- 
ity. There has been good re- 
portage and good editorials, 
but/ when one came along, it 
always seemed to be about 
something that seemed very 
distant. The death of Lumum- 
ba, the United States elections 
ad infinitum, and even Ian 
Dinnie is publishable now that 
he's safely far off in England. 

I'm afraid that a big reason 
nothing close to home has 
warmed up is that the editors; 
who mi^ht nave lit it are unable 
or unwilling to extricate them- 
selves from the cjircful world 
where A Nation's Health Is A 
Nation's Wealth.

Awarded 

Papineau 

Phil DeZwirek won the 
Talbot Papineau Cup yes- 
terday noon, with u .speech 
on the relationship between 
the facts of life nn^ our 
mora] code. Runners-up 
were Irwin Cotler, Gordon 
Echenberg, and Morty Zu- 
ckerman. 

DeZwirek discussed the topic 
'Resolved, that our moral code 
is incompatible with the facts 
of life", and stated that, in his 
opinion, there was no incompa- 
tibility. 

'Morality Is nothing lut a 
codification of judgements of 
the conscience based on facts of 
life', he stated. 'A moral stan- 
dard is nothing but a whitewash- 
ed fact of life" 

He denied that the facts of 
life contravened public order 
and good morals, and asserted 
that they were the basis of our 
moral code. 

'You and I', he said, 'are facts 
of life ... are moral persons. We 
all have a -conscience — the su- 
preme judge of what;i8 good or 
evil... Our peace of mind subs- 
tantiates .nnd validates the moral 
.codes which each of us follows.' 

The three runncrsup spoke 
on the topic 'East and West — 
the great conflict'. Echenberg, 
the first speaker, described the 
.conflict as a sociological pro- 
blem. If the West won the con- 
flict, he said, there would be 
evolution. If the East won, there 
would be revolution. 

Zuckerman claimed that the 
East, as represented by the 
Communists, sscs- peace- merely 
as the extention of war. It 
bases its faith on the assump- 
tion that non^ommunist states 
will fail. He concluded by stating 
that the Russians would esta 
blish a logical framework of 
order with the United States 
either by the vision of hope or 
'the vision of fear. 

Cotler stated that the common 
vision of the East- West conflict 
— that oil two opposing mono- 
lithic powers — is. unrealistic. 
In a nuclear V war, .. you won't 
have any contestants. He stated 
that the Western way of life is 
not as good, as it should, be, but 
It is still. not as ba4 u the Rus- 
sian. "

■ President-elect of the Women's Union Ann Wilson 
has announced a radical change in Women's Union po- 
licy for the forthcoming year, effective July 1, 1961. 
The Students' Union will integrate with the Women's 
Union to form a new body to be known ns the Womens' 
Students Union, All male students will be included in 
this organization. 

This change was passed at an Open Meeting of the 
Women's Union last Monday and has subsequently been 
ratified by the SEC. When asked why this is being done 
Miss Wilson explained, "In 1931 the Students' Union 
was formed as a student interest and social group re- 
placing many of the tasks, but not all, previously pre- 
formed only by the Women's Union. 

. "Today the situation is changed. McGill women now 
contribute more to Students' Union activities than the 
men, yet without justification the Men'.s Union (now 
called the Students' Union) is regarde<l as the superior 
body. 

"This is an intolerable situation and has finally been 
recognized as such this year by the SEC' In accordance 
with democratic principles men will still reta'in four .seats 
on the Women's Students' Union. However, no male stu- 
dent will be allowed to run for the Pre.sidency of the 
Women's Students' Union as it. is felt that males lack 
the necessary qualifications to hold such an office." 

Al.so starting in September The^ McGiU Daily will 
become an official subsidiary of the Women's Union 
BidlctuK A column on campus activities will be regularly 
featured as the lead story on page one of the Bulletin. 
The editor of ihe Daily will be appointed from the pre- 
sent executive of the Women's Union, while the Daily it- 
self will be published on a bi-monthly ba.sis. 

The Scholarship Fund projects of the Women's 
Union will be culminated by a mock auction to be held 
in aid of underprivileged gold Fish. The money will be 
used lo.providejJt>iggerAiM)ndSifôriIittIe>Fisb;^

One of the reasons for this de- 
cision, Coulter indicated, is that 
Skypeck's thumb has never 
healed properly., and it inisht 
siutaln permanent damage dur- 
ing a game. Since Skypeck plans 
to .become a dentist, thij misht 
ruin his entire career. 

PLANS KNOWN 

"We have known of Tom's in- 
tentions for some time," Coulter 
said, "and we have therefore 
been conducting neijoliations 
with Bob Schioredl, who graduat- 
ed from the University of Wa- 
Bhini4ton last year. 

"Schlorcdt has indicated that 
lie will forcée his plans with the 
British Columbia Lions, and 
come to McGiU for post-graduate 
work in dentistry. 

"We will miss Skypeck very 
much," Coulter concluded, "but 
we feel that the (jap will be fill- 
ed, and McGill can look for- 
ward to another- championship 
year." 

Skypeck came to McGill two 
years ayo from Cornell Univer- 
lity where he was voted Ivy Lea- 
gue All-Star. In his first year at 
McGill, Skypeck was ineligible, 
and was only âble,lo turn out for 
tho Redmen at the beginning of 
this year. Skypeck was one of 
the key -factors behind McGiU's 
first football championship in 22 
years. 

Johnny Metras, coach of the 
Western Mustangs football- team, 
had mentioned previously in the 
year that Skypeck was the best 
quarterback to appear in the in' 
tercollcgiate loop since Don Get- 
ty. The other coaches held him 
in no less esteem, . and he was 
awarded the Omega' Trophy as 
the player most valuable to his

Harry Griffiths, director of 
Athletics at McGill. had this to 
say about Skypeck's decision : 
"Tom has only been with us for 
single year, but. in that short 
time, he has earned the respect 
and gratitude of the entire stu- 
dent body. He helped accomplish 
In one season what many others 
had failed to do in 22 years. It 
is with deep regret that we learn 
of his loss. Skypeck has carved 
niche for himself as one of the 
outstanding greats in the history 
of McGill alhleliçs." 

ONE-EYED BOB 
Schioredl was the one-eyed 
hero of this year's Rose Bowl 
game, as he was the outstanding 
player on the field, spearheading' 
the aerial and ground attack of 
the Washington Huskies. Schlo- 
redt's 6tyle of play will fit in 
well with the pattern established 
this year by ' Coulter and Sky- 
peck, and exemplified in the 
championship Redmen. .
